CF THE JUDICIAL POWER OF TIIE 
SENATE AS A COURT OF IM- 
PEACHMENT— OBJECTIONS NOW 
TO THE COURT FOR WANT OF 
J l R1SDICTION— W1I ETII KR SENA- 
TORS ACTING WITHOUT JURIS- 
DICTION MAY NOT THEMSELVES 
BE GUILTY OF A HIGH MISDE- 
MEANOR. 

It is a principle of the common law that 
where powers.a>*e given to any number of 
men as a judicial tribunal, or a body poli- 
tic nr corporate, there is a right to the 
I voice and advice of each.

I Though it has been often said if the ab- 
sent member had been present he could 
not by Lis vote have turned tbe majority I 
the other way, when all the rest were unart- 1 
imotis; yet, it has always received this 
answer: That every one has a right to ! 
argue and debate, as wall as to give his I 
vote, and it is possible, at least, that the 
| person absent may, if he had been pres- ; 

ent at the meeting, have made use of such 
■ arguments as may have brought over a 
i majority of the rest to be ol bis opinion. 
Vailing r s. Hatchett, Writes 217. 

This rule had become well established i 
in the days of Lord Mansfield— Ilex vs. \ 
May, 3 Burrow, 2,682 — aud has been con- | 
stautly applied to business of a delibera- | 
live or judicial nature. Rex vs. Courte- 
nay, 9 East., 264. 

It was well understood in 1778, 177D, 
and 17' 1, when the Slates of Delaware, 
Maryland, \ irginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Georgia ratified articles of 
confederation with ihe States of New 
llumpshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island. 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania. It was equally weil un- 
derstood when the States appointed dep- 
uties to the Convention which framed the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
when conventions chosen in the several 
i States ratified the same. 

So far, that rule and the plain language 
I of the Constitution have been disregarded, 
i in respect to the legislative powers graut- 
j ed in that Constitution. If there be now 
a body called a House of Representatives, 

| it is uot composed of members chosen, 

I as the Constitution requires, ‘‘bythepDO- 
! pie of the several States. ’ If there be 
| now a body called the Senate, it is not I 
I corny osed, as the Con-titution requires it 
| should be, ' of hco Senators from each | 
Stale. ' Many who, according to the Con- j 
stitution, should have been present to ar- 
gue, d< hate, and vote, have not been pres- I 
ent: and in their absence the plainest j 
provisions of the Constitution are 
being constantly violated. Acts 
ore prssed by the body exer- 
cising legislative powers which disregard j 
the plain i_:c-ut aud meaning of that 
clause of the Constitution providing that, ! 
for members oftbe House of Representa- I 
| v. s, ‘ the electors in each State shall 
have the qualifications requisite for e'e jt- 
ors of the most numerous branch of the 
State Legislature,” aud which disregard 
the no lees plain provision ihat "each 
State shall have at least one Representa- 
tive,” and that “when vacancies happen 
iu the representation from any State the 
executive authority thtreof shall issue 
writs ot election to till such vacancies. 

Now a grave question arises. The pow- 
er of impeachment is exercised, but not 
by a House ot lieprcsentailves composed 
ot Euch members a3 the Constitution re- 
quires. 1 he body which it is proposed to 
assemble to try the impeachment is not 
t he Senate contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion; it is not “composed of two Senators 
from each State." 

The President, may have erred in 
executing acts of Congress which were 
not made in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion, and which are, therefore, void a 3 
laws. But this can have, iu a legal as- 
p« ct, no mateiial bearing upon tbe ques- 
tion whether the body which waut 3 to try 
the impeachment has jurisdiction to try 
it; it being a plain aud familiar principle 
that net even consent of parties can give 
jurisdiction where it is not given by the Con- 
stitution, or a law made in pursuance 
tLereof. 

Nor can what Senators have done in the 
exercise of legislative powers be received 
us an answer to the objection of want of 
jurisdiction cs a court. What Sir lf'm. 

JJ tacks tone says is quite pertinent. He 
lays down that “if any judgment what- 
ever be given by persons who bad uo good 
commission to proceed against the person 
condemned, it is void, aud may be falsified 
by showing the special matter without writ 
of error. As where n writ of fcommis 3 ion 
issues to A ar.d B, and twelve others, or 
any two of them, of which A or B 
shall be cno, to take and try indi- 
viduals, ana any cf the other twelve 
proceed, without the interposition or pres- 
ence of cither A or B iu this case, all pro- 
ceedings, trials, convictions and judg- 
ments are void, for want of a proper au- 
thority of the commissioners, aud maybe 
falsified upon a bare inspection, without 
the trouble of a writ of error, it being a 
high misdemeanor in the judges so pro- 
ceeding .” — Bl Com,, 390. C. K. 

8® The Chicago Tribune, a vengeful 
radical paper, furious for impeachment, is 
on the verge of despair on account of the 
addition ot Butler’s and Bingham s two 
articles to the impeachment record. It 
says: 

Had Andrew Johnson, in September, 
1806, 'done any act meriting im peach in eut, 
he should have been impeached when 
Congress met in December of that year. 

1 he J hirty-uinth Congress, however, re- 
fused to impeach him, aud the Fortieth 
Congress refused to do so; and his im- 
pc&chmeDt now upon the old charge is not 
only a stale proceeding, but one calculated 
to bring the whole proceeding into con- 
tempt. 

It Andrew Johnson is not to be ira- 
peaeLcd unless the matters and things 
charged iu the Butler article are included 
in the trial, the House of Representatives 
had hotter vote to dismiss all the articles 
and discharge the managers, for the trial 
cannot he finished during hU term of 
office. His counsel will summon thousands 
of witnesses from all parts of the “circle ” 
and the Senate will have to seud forthem. 

A skillful lawyer can protract the trial of 
Butler’s article till the year 1870. 

Andrew Johnson was not impeached be- 
fore I ebruary 22, lbod, because previous 
to that time he bud not, in the judgment 
of tbe House, committed any impeachable 
offence. To Mag onto the charge of a 
clear and distinct violation of law a ram- 
bling, incoherent. and intangible accusa- 
tion like Butler’s, is trifling with grave 
mutters. It is a proceeding wholly unbe- 
coming the character of Congress— un- 
worthy of the dignity aud salemity that 
should attend an impeachment. The 
preservation of the Republican party and 
the continuance of its policy are of in- 
finitely more importance to the country 
than the gratification of Butler’s ven- 
geance. Why, then, should the House of 
Representatives take the occasion of a 
clear and unmistakable crime by the Pres- 
ident to allow Butler and his class of men 
to ergage in a controversy which, once 
opened, will not close during Johnson’s 
term of cilice, and then will close upou a 
divided Senate, and perhaps a defeated 
party ? 

Tiie Maryland Militia —The Evening 
Star of Philadelphia publishes the follow- 
ing dirpatch from Washington: 

“It is well ascertained, on the authority 
of Hon. If. J. Walker, that at least 10,000 
thoroughly armed and well disciplined 
troops, known as the Maryland militia, 
are in readiness to march to the capital if 
asked to do so by the President. These 
men are for the most part ex U. bids, who I 
served during the war in the Confederate I 
aimy. 



THE IMPEACHMENT PROSECUTION. 



VIEWS OF CHIEF JUSTICE CHASE. 

The following is the communication 
sent to the Senate by Chief Justice Chase, 
giving his views in relation to the prose- 
cution of impeachment: 

To the Senate of the United States : 
Inasmuch as the sole power to try im- 
peachment is vested by tbe Constitution 
in the Senate, and it is made the duty ot 
the Chief Justice to preside when the 
President is on trial, I take the liberty of 
submitting, very respectfully, some obser- 
vations in respect to tbe proper inode of 
I proceeding upon the impeachment which 
has been prelerred by the House of Ropre- 
; sentatives against the President now in 
office. 

j That when t’ e Senate sits >r the trial 
of an impeachment it sits as a court, 

| seems unquestionable. 

I hat for the trial of an impeachment of 
i the President this court must be coasti- 
j luted' of the members of the Senate, with 
j the Chief Justice presiding, seems equally 
unquestionable. 

The Federalist is regarded as the h’gh- 
j est contemporary authority ou the con- 
| struction ot the Constitution; and in the 
j sixty-fourth number the functions of the 
i Senate, “sittirg in their judicial capacity 
j k® a court for the trial ot impeachments, 1 
| are examined. In a paragraph explain- 
ing the reasons for not uniting “the Su- 
| preme Court with the f Senate in the forat- 
, Ation of the court of impeachments,” it is 
| observed that ‘Ito a certain extent fh« 

| henefits of that union will be obtained 
from making the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court the president of the court of 
impeachments, asis proposed in the plan of 
the convention, while the iucon veuieuces 
; of au entire incorporation of the former 
j into the the latter will be substantially 
I avoided." This was, perhaps, the pru- 
dent. mean. 

This authority seems tj leave no doubt 
upon either of the propositions just stated. 
And the statement of them will serve to 
introduce the question upon which I 
think it my duty to state the result of ray 
reflections to the Senate, namely: At what 
period, in the case of an impeachment 
of the President, should the court of im- 
peachment organize under oath, as di- 
rected by the Constitution? 
i It will readily suggest itself to any one 
who reflects upon the abilities and the 
leurning in the law which distinguish so 
many Senntors, that besides the rea- 
son assigned in the Federalist, there must 
Lave been still another for the provision 
requiring the Chief Justice to preside in 
the court of impeachment. Under the Con- 
stitution, in case of a vacancy in the of- 
fice of President, the Vice President 
succeeds, and it^ was doubtless thought 
prudent and befitting that the next in 
succession should not preside in a pro- 
ceeding through which a vacancy might 
] be created. 

j ' I t was not doubled that the Senate, while 
, sitting in its ordinary capacity, must 
necessarily receive from the House of 
Representatives some notice of its intea- 
| tion .to impeach the President at its bur; 

| hut it docs not seem to me an unwarranta- 
ble opinion, in view of this Constitutional 
provision, that the organization of the 
I Senate as a court of impeachment uni * 
the Constitution should precede the 
actual announcement of the impeachment 
ou the part of the House. 

And it may, perhaps, be thought a stri! 
let- unwarranted opinion that articles of 
impeachment should only be presented to 
a court of impeachment; that uo summons 
or other proceedings should issue except 
from an organized court; and that .rules 
for the government of the proceedings of 
such court should be framed only by the 
court itself. 

1 Lave found myself unable to come to 
ary other conclusions than these. I can 
assign no reason for r .pairing the Seuate 
to organize as a court under any other 
than its ordinary presiding offie r for the 
latter proceedings upon an impeachment 
of the President, which does not seem to 
me to apply equallv to the earlier. 

1 am informed that the Senate has pro- 
ceeded upon other views; and it is not my 
purpose to contest what its superior wis- 
dom may have directed. All good citizens 
will fervently pray that uo occasion may 
< ver arise when the grave proceedings now 
in progress will be cited as a precedent; but 
it is not impossible that such au occasion 
m:.y come. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the Constitution 
has charged the Chief Justice with an im- 
poitunt function in the trial of an impeach- 
ment of the President it has s'emeJ to 
me fitting and obligatory, where he is un- 
able to concur in the views of the Senate 
concerning matters essential to the trial, 
that his respectful dissent should appear.

Within tuusket shot of Willard’s Hotel 
and the Treasury building at Washing- 
ton— and so near the White House that a 
sharpshooter with a long-range rifle might 
throw a bulllet through the brain of a trai- 
tor standing upon its steps— stands a mod- 
est brick building, which is as great an 
annoyance to President Johnson as was 
Mordecui the Jew to Ilaman of old, because 
it is a distinct and daily intimation that 
his authority is not everywhere acknowl- 
edged. There is no department of the gov- 
ernment located there, no institution main- 
tained at. the public cost, no array of sol- 
diers at the door or epon tbe premises, 
and yet it represents a power which keeps 
Andrew Johnson from forcible resistance 
to the laws of Congress 
The Grand Army of the Republic ha 3 
its headquarters here. The organization, 
though unknown to our laws, though kept 
in existence at no expense to the public, 
though composed of citizens engaged in 
the ordinary avocations of life, is not the 
nucleus of an army to be formed when the 
need of it shall arrive, but a force already 
iu existence, with the discipline of troops 
already in the field, and the experience of 
a long and hard fought war fitting them 
for duty. Their services may never be 
riquired, as the existence of the Grand 
Army is a strong guarantee of peace, but 
it is as fortunate to the country as it is 
unpleasant to Andrew Johuson, that at 
ibis trying time in the history of this na- 
tion there is a body of experienced sol- 
diers ready, when the signal shall be given 
from their headquarters, to spring forth, 
four hundred thousand strong, armed aud 
willing to meet and conquer treason 
in whatever new form it may present it- 
self.

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 



,\ WELL KNOWN CITIZEN SHOOT* AND 
KILLS HIS WIFK-HE SHOOTS HIMSELF 
IN THE HEAD THKF.R TIKES -FI RES TWO 
SHOTS AT Ills SISTER-IN-LAW — Pl U-SriT

NEIfP INQT FST— FI LL PARTICULARS OF 
THE BLOODY DEED. 



At about one o’clock P. M. Saturday 
the city was thrown into quite an excite- 
ment by tbe report that Wm. Kriel, a well- 
known butcher, had shot and killed his 
wife, and attempted his own life. The 
news spread rapidly, and in a short time 
the scene of the tragedy was crowded with 
people, eager to see and learn the particu- 
lars of the affair. It occurred at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Kriel’s mother, on Main 
street, between Campbell and Shelby. The 
particulars of the murder, as gleaned from 
the evidence elicited before the Coroner’s 
jury and the neighbors in the vicinity, and 
given in the CouiLr of yesterday, are 
about as follows: 

Ter some lime past Kriel hn3 been 
drinking and has treated Lis wife, a deli- 
cate woman, in a brutal manner. A few 
days ago she resolved to quit her inhuman 
husband, and accordingly repaired to the 
house of her mother. Ou Thursday even- 
ing, Kriel visited her and abused her 
shamefully, after which he left and did not 
return until yesterday at about half past 
twelve o’clock. On entering the house he 
asked his wife what she meant, and if she 
was going to leave him. She replied that 
she was not going to leave him, but the 
doctor had told her she must go off for a 
time or she would never get well. Kriel 
then turned to his wife’s sister, Mrs. Tol- 
bert, aad asked her what she meant by 
saying she would kill him if sha were 
Lis wife. [It seems that Mrs. Tolbert had 
made use of some such expression a 
few weeks ago ] Being alarmed at his 
conduct, and not wishing to be tbe cause 
of aoy disturbance, she went up stairs. 
Kriel was then left with nobody but his 
wife and her mother, an aged lady, iu the 
room. He insisted that she must go home 
with him at once, to which she remonstrat- 
ed, saying that she was too sick. The 
brutal husband became enraged, and, 
catching his afflicted wife by the throat, 
choked her until Ehe fell upon her knees, 
when he drew a six shooter from his pock- 
et, and, putting the muzzle to her bead, 
fired, the ball entering about two inches 
above the left ear, r.esr the temple, kill- 
ing her almost instantly. She died in the 
arms of her aged mother. 

Kriel then seated himself on the floor, 
and putting the pistol to his own head, 
fired; tut the ball glanced, and only tore 
the scalp several inches. Mrs. Tolbart, 
hearing the shooting aud screams of her 
mother, ran down stairs, when Kriel rose 
to his feet and fired at her. She ran out 
to the street, and he followed her, shoot- 
ing at her the second time as she was go- 
ing out at the side gate, but fortunately 
missing both times. The affrighted lady 
fell to the pavement insensible, when 
Kriel, no doubt, supposing tbat he'liad 
killed her, placed the pistol to his own 
head, and discharged the two remaining 
shots, both of which glanced abound the 
scalp, but not injuring the skull. By this 
time the neighbors were around, and Kriel 
ran off. Tbe crowd followed, and aftsr a 
long chase he was captured near one of 
the pork houses on Beargrass creek. He 
was lodged in the county jail, where he is 
now lying in a very exhausted aad weak 
condition. 

Mrs. Kriel, the murdered woman, wis 
about thirty-two years old. She hud 
been married to Kriel about fifteen years, 
and they have a boy about fourteen years 
old. The ill-fated wife is said to have 
been one of the most amiable and exem- 
plary of women. She has lately been 
quite sick, and suffered much at the hands 
of her husband, whose treatment is ad- 
mitted ou every hand to have been brutal. 

Kriel keeps a meat store on Green 
street, a few doors above Hancock, an d 
Lcs always borne a good reputation in the 
community, being honest and upright in 
all his dealings. What could have prompt- 
ed him to the commission of the bloody 
deed is more than any who kuow him can 
even imagine. We visited the scene of 
the murder in company with the Coroner, 
abent an hour after its occurrence, anl 
the Eceue was heart-rending. The aged 
mother and sister of the deceased were 
completely prostrated with grief, and their 
deep affliction caused tears to flow from 
the eyes of their sympathizing neighbors, 
who had congregated to offer their aid aad 
condolence. 

The following is a full report of the e vi 
dtnee elicited before the Coroner’s jury 
at the inquest which was held yesterday: 
Mrs. Margaret Evans, sworn — I am the 
mother of the deceased. At about 12 j 
o'clock P. M. Mr. Kriel, tbe husband of my 
daughter, came to my house. After ask- 
ing her what she meant by leaving him 
ana ordering her to come home at once, 
he caught her by the throat and eommene- 
• d choking her. I remonstrated and tried 
to get him to desist, but he continued chok- 
: rg her until she fell on her kness, when 
he drew a pistol and shot her in the head. 
I took her in my arms, and she died al- 
ii. cst instantly. Kriel then seated himself 
< u the floor, and, putting the pistol to his 
bead, fired. Mrs. Tolbert, my other daugh- 
ter, came down stairs, and was running 
out for a basin of water, when Kriel shot 
at her, and followed her out to the street. 

Airs. Rosa Tolbert , sworn — I am the 
sister of Mrs. Kriel. She was at my 
mother’s house on a visit to me. 1 was in 
t'e house when the shooting occurred. 
Kriel came into the house about 121- P. M., 
ai d asked bis wife, “What do you mean; 
a-eyou going to leave me?” She said, 
“No, I am not going to leave yoa. The 
doctor has told me I must go off. or I will 
never get well.” He then said to me, 
What do you mean by saying you would 
k'llme! I then went up stairs, and 
about ten minutes after I heard the shot, 
i ran down, and mother had sister iu her 
arms; went out fer a basin of water, when 
he shot at »ie, and I ran out on the street 
and he fired at me again; I fell down in- 
sensible, and that is all I know. 

The following is the verdict of the 
jury: 

Inquest No. 150 — Held on the body of 
Margaret Kriel, March 7th, 18G8, at the 
residence of her mother, on Main street, 
.•-tween Campbell and Shelby. Verdict 
of the jury — “Came to her death by a pis- 
*°* shot over the left ear, inflicted by Wm. 
Kriel.” 

At a late hour Saturday night Kriel was 
doing well, and talked rationally. Dr. 
Knight attended him and dressed his 
wounds. He is not much injured, the 
ball merely grazing the scalp. He states 
that he bad a great deal of trouble with 
bis wife and her relatives, and that his 
wife s sister commenced the difficulty by 
tiring at him, when he returned the shot, 
missiDg her, and accidentally killing his 
wife. He seems to be quite complacent 
and unconcerned about the terrible af-

depressed in spirits for a few days, owing 
to slight indisposition, and this caused 
Midden insanity, and while suffering from 
his terrible affliction he committed the 
act that cl did his life. 



THE SUNNY SOUTH. 



To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 

A few items from tho Sunny South, by 
an eye-witr.css, may net be uninteresting 
to tbe readers of your valuable paper. 

I started on a Saturday afternoon, by 
way of the Memphis and Ohio Uailroad. 
The day was beautiful, the sun beaming 
brightly, and all nature smiling sweetly. 
Arriving at Memphis the next day, I im- 
mediately took the train for Vicksburg, 
where I stopped a short time, looking 
around the city of the b ; Il, where the 
mute General Grant had such a fine field 
to operate in. From there I took a 
berth upon the elegant and fast steamer 
Pauline Carroll, Capt. White (and, by the 
way, a more gentlemanly or accommo- 
dating Captain never had ebarge of a boat). 
Iu due time I landed at Black Hawk Point 
Plantation, in Louisiana, the place of mj 
destination, and the plantation that car- 
ried offthc gold medal last year at the Paris 
Exposition. After a brief rest from my 
journey I started cut, in company with 
6ome friends, to take a bird’s eye view and 
sre bow matters and things stood. Aud 
truly, Mr. Editor, I could not help saying, 
like the Lamenters of Jerusalem: “O, how 
doth she sit solitary; the city that was full of 
people is become like a widow; she that was 
so great among the nations, the princess 
among the princesses, is become tributary.” 
O, who would have thought ten years ago 
that the rich Southern planter, who lived 
like a monarch, would not be able to buy 
the necessaries of life? And yet it is so! 
Hundreds of planters, who but a few years 
ago counted their hundreds of thousands, 
satinot raise a dollar now. Some have 
been sold out *y their creditors, and some 
have given over their plantations to stran- 
gers, for want of means to work them. 
The radicals have had tlipir vengeance. 
Well can they excla’tn, — like the Lament 
or, to their victims; “All thy enemies 
open wide their mouths against thee; they 
hiss and gnash their teeth; they say 
we have swallowed her up.” 

The Southern people in general do not 
seem to care about politics. They are all 
iu for work, and those that have planted 
this year are very hopeful of a good crop, 
ard are in good spirits. They are mostly 
all planting half corn and half cotton. 
They seem determined to make a stand 
this year, and should they be successful 
they will yet be all right. 

Peace ar.d harmony seem to prevail be- 
tween the wLite and the negro in Louis- 
iana. Both are hard at work. I will con- 
clude by wiehing them abundant pros- 
perity.

This enterprise will not in any degree 
militate against the prosperity of any 
other of a like character, for, as we have 
already said, a reduction in the rate of 
charges will, by the great increase in the 
amount of business, rather enhance than 
lessen the profits realized.

This orchestra, com- 
prising excellent artists, is well kaown, 
and has every summer delighted the fash- 
ionable visitors of Newport, R. I. We 
have no doubt that it will be heard with 
great pleasure by our Western friends, es- 
pecially as Mr. Wiese intends to udd a cel- 
ebrated prima donna and pianist to the 
many attractions his orchestra offers. The 
programme will be varied, including the 
finest specimens of instrumental music.” 

Almost Another Tragedy — Yesterday 
forenoon, Dr. G. H. Kellar and Dr. J. 
Wood Crawford, two well-known phy- 
sicians, had an altercation near the latter s 
office, on Preston street, between Green 
and Walnut. Both drew pistols and at- 
tempted to shoot each other. Dr. Craw- 
ford got a shot at Kellar, but the ball 
passed through his bat, instead of his 
brain, as was doubtless intended. The 
collision grew out of an old grudge between 
the parties. Doctors will disagree some- 
times, you know. They were arrested be- 
fore any harm was done to anybody or 
anything but the hat Dr. Kellar was re- 
leased unconditionally, and Dr. Crawford 
gave bail for bis appearance in the City 
Court this morning, when the merits and 
demerits of the case will be ventilated. 

Prisoners from Frankfort. Four 
men, viz: James Welch, Edward Cum- 
mins, Mike Parker and David Haley, ac- 
cused with being connected with the mob 
that hung the negro ravisher, Jim Mack- 
lin, at Frankfort, on the 30th of last Janu- 
ary, were brought to this city on Saturday 
by Deputy United States Marshal J. Sat- 
terwhite, aud committed to jail on a mitti- 
mus by United States Commissioner 
Vance. The testimony elicited has not 
yet been forwarded to Judge Ballard. Ex- 
Govt rnnr Thomas E. Bramlette and Col. 
Jr.mes T. Br.imlette have been retained as 
counsel for the prisoners. 



PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 



Louisville, Ky., March 4, 18C8. 

To the Editors of the Louitville Journal: 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, there 9eems to have been a good 
deal of debating in regard to the one ses- 
sion per doy, and those who were opposed 
to oce session were successful in their op- 
position, which I am very sorry was the 
case; not tLat I think I am mere capable 
of judging such things than those who are 
r.j>poiutcd forthat purpose, for I don’t think 
a better selection could be made than has 
been; but I think it is likely some of them 
are not so well acquainted with the way 
the children are getting along as the pa- 
rents are. Before the one session per day 
commenced, it was voted down by the pa- 
rents, but by a very small majority, and 
since they have had the trial of one ses- 
sion they have found it to be much better 
for the children than two sessions; and, if 
the vote were to be taken again, I have no 
doubt but what a very large majority 
would be in favor cf one session. I have 
heard those persons speaking about it 
who voted against it last year, and they 
are decidedly in favor of one session. 

There are a great many reasons why 
one session is preferable to two, but it is 
unnecessary to mention many. 

There are several children going from 
here, and when they have been dismissed 
from school they come home, get their 
dinners, take a short recreation, and then 
apply themselves to their studies, and be- 
fore dark they hare theirexercis.es written 
and the most of their lessons learned, 
w hich no one can but admit is much better 
than having to do such things by gaslight. 
After supper they finish their lessons ear- 
ly nnd are prepared to rise early the next 
morning and review their lessons before 
school. The warm weather is now com- 
ing on, and any person of common sense 
must know that to keep children in until 
four or half past four o’clock (which they 
must do if they have two sessions) is a 
great deal harder on them than one ses- 
sion. 

I doubt whether there is a child but had 
rather hare one session than two; and I 
know there are none but had a great deal 
rather have had two sessions during the 
winter and one during the summer than 
one during the winter and two during the 
summer. The idea of having one session 
during the winter and two in warm weath- 
er is perfectly ridiculous. 

I am decidedly for oue session. The 
children are learning more than thej-have 
ever done, are healthier, livelier, and are 
doing a tjrcai deal better, in every respect, 
than they have ever done with two ses- 
sions. 

1 desire cue session and I have no doubt 
but wbat both parents and children ac- 
cord with my desire.

Heavy Bank Rccdeuy. — A Washington 
correspondent of the Chicago Times 
gives the following account of a bank rof>- 
bery in that city: 

A heavy bank robbery, or, as it is now 
more euphoniously called, a bank defal- 
cation, came to light last week in this 
city.

000, and that Mr. Riggs has secured $41,- 

000 in property trom tbe defaulting 
clerk. But private advices are to tbe effect 
that the robbery reaches §100,000, and that 
the assets arc nil. Clarke, it appears, had 
been peculating for years. He is a son 
ot the late Hon. Mathew St. Clair Clarke, 
once a member of Congress, and later 
derk of the House of Representatives. 
The fact is, Clarke Las been living in the 
most luxurious style on a salary of §2,500 
per annum, keeping fast horses, and a 
last woman, and all the other et ceteras 
to a modern fashionable establishment. 
He is. a married man, with no children, 
atd bis wife belongs to what is called the 
aristocracy of Washington. I pity the 
poor woman, who was entirely ignorant 
of her husband's peculations. The “lady” 
who “received” at his other establishment 
is oce ot the most expensively gotten up 
women in this city. Whether she wa 3 
iiarticcps enmiuis in Clarke's robberies, 

1 have no mrans of knowing. This is the 
third loss of this kind the firm of Kigg? & 
Co. has sustained. Sometime since §27,- 
0(0 iu bonds belonging to Mi 3 s Rives, 
daughter of the late llou. John 1*. Rives, 
was stolen by a clerk of the bank. Mr. 
Riggs was not liable for this loss; but I 
understand, subsequently made it good.

A Curiosity of the Circus Business — 
Mr. Antonio, at the Olympic Theater, who, 
for many j cars, in connection with three 
brothers, owned a circus in this country, 
h«L in his possession a pair of the orig- 
inal shoes used for walking the ceiling 
when that feat was creating so much cx- 
< uement. The shoes cost five hundred 
dollars. Considerable ingenuity is dis- 
played in t heir construction. They are 
coated on the bottom with a composition 
of glue and molasses, and when placed 
upon a smooth surface adhere firmly, 
merely from the pressure of the air. A 
valve is so arranged that it can be worked 
at pleasure with the toes, and by using 
this the performer is enabled to lift his 
toct at will Mr. Antonio was the first to 
perform this feat in the Western country. 

1 he fir. t pair of the shoes made were pur- 
chased for $3,000, on condition that the 
manufacturer should sell no more for a 
year. 1 he purchaser made a fortune in 
England. 

A London letter relates the following in- 
cident: When I was in Berlin, 1859, an 
American acquaintance of mine was pur- 
suing his studies at the University there. 

1 visited him one day, and found upou the 
wall of his study a curious caricature, en- 
titled “The Piusaian Navy.” The picture 
simply represented two very questionable 
crafts floating languidly on the surface of 
a jug of German bter. He kept it there, 
he told me, for the benefit of ui3 German 
fellow-students, and assured me that the 
fact thus indicated was so palpable that 
none took offense at it. But nine years 
have not yet passed and that caricature 
no longer tells the truth.

ment ot any money she would loan him. j 
i t.c watches were worth five liuudreil dol- 
lars, but he would sell them for two hundred 
or one hundred and fifty dollars. His ne- ' 
"ecssities were pressing and he must realize ! 
6ome money at whatever sacrifice. The 1 
lady listened to the Btory, told so tenderly 
aud confidingly, r.nj then examined the 
watches so temptingly displayed. She ! 
pitied the unfortunate dealer, but informed 
l.im that she had only one hundred and 
forty dollars, and intimated that she would 
give him that sum for the watches if she 
were convinced that they were genuine 
gold and reliable time-pieces. The "d“nl- 
tr’ assured her in most positive terms 
that they were just as he had represanted, 
nnd that nothing but actual want would 
induce h ; rr. to sacrifice them. He would 
take the amount offered, if the lady would 
promise to keep them lor eight or ten 
d»js, at which time he would pay her back 
the money and take them away. 

Just at t Iris critical juncture tvo men, 
riding in u barouche, drove up in front of 
the house, aud alighting, walked in under 
pretense of inquiring for some person re- 
siding in the neighborhood. Fortunately 
they knew the “jeweler,” and assured the 
lady that he was a reliable man, nnd kept 
btore in Rochester.

The Indy was satis- 
fied, produced the money, aud was handed 
s .small tin box, containing the watches. 

'i ke box was then locked and the dealer 
requested that she would take the ’nest of 
cure that the watches should not bo injur- 
ed in any way. Before the parties started, 
one cf them asked for a drink, and while 
Mrs. Ferguson left the room to procure 
some water, the box, which had been 
placed on the table, was opened, the 
watches abstracted, and then re-locked.

The United States flag was 
literally driven from the seas, while the 
commerce ol Great Britain was doubled. 
For ibis reason he thought we ought to 1 
treat these claims generously. They 
were made in lts62 by the Amer- 
ican Minister Adams.

the beam, a light tackle would enable stow- 
age by instantly lowering away, or by 
brailing up. Some objections may be 
made to this on the ground of labor, but 
we think that when every boat has a full 
crew always idle when under way, they 
could render themselves very valuable by 
giving attention to so effective au auxili- 
ary. 

A boat using, for instance, fifty foot 
hoist, and a drop sail thirty feet peak, 
would carry 1,750 square feet of canvass. 
This, with the ordinary breeze of the 
river, would exert a propulsive force equal 
to about a 25-horse power engine, or suf- 
ficient, with an ordinary model, to coun- 
teract the average tide of the Mississippi. 
This would be a very important gain, and 
as the sail could be used with very few 
interruptions, when it was fair to the av- 
erage course of the river, its construction 
would undoubtedly be highly advan- 
tageous.

A Suggestion on LY stream Towing — 

The Wav to Economize Fuel — The sub- 
ject of economizing fuel, aud of obtaining 
speed in up-stream towing, has many times 
occurred to our mind as practicable with 
the use of sails. Whilst observing the 
creeping and laborious efforts of over- 
loaded steamboats against the tide, it has 
seemed strange that the plan has not been 
tried. On all boats who do not trim deep- 
est at the head, sailing independently, 
and on ail boats which by their tows are 
not liable to rear on their forefoot by a 
lifting squaresail amidships, a broad 
spread ot canvas could very advantage- 
ously be used upon a mainmast carrying a 
heavy yard or a narrow peak, to hoist be- 
n ath the top line of the stacks, ana to 
trim abaft the pilothouse. 

Two booms swuDg to a saddle on the 
mast by goose-necks, with independent 
sheets, could be used, one on the starboard 
std the other on the larboard side, to 
sheet down to, and ‘‘after" braces would 
answer all the requirements of trimming, 
upon a change ot course. A boat carry- 
ing the wind fair with the usual course of 
t lie river, could use such a sail anywhere 
veeriLg upon 16 poiuts, or in a course 
from north to south or east to west. Ifa
